An Tinh Village 
had six liberated hamlets with 8,869 inhabitants 
and 115 association members led by 13 cadre of the 
Village /Party/ Committee. The Village Unit had 
five cadre, and the six subordinate hamlet units 
had 22 cadre and 62 guerrillas. The Village Admin 
Council had five cadre and 15 sub-sections. In 
regard to popular /Front/ organizations the Farmer:*' 

• Association had 1125 members,. the Soldiers' Foster 
' Mothers Association had 6 7 members, the "-ibmon's 
-Association had 678 members, the Struggle Committee 
had five' cadre leading a permanent force of 250 
persons,' the Village and Hamlet Security Secs had 
25 men, the Village and. Hamlets Fin-Bcon Secs had 
53 men, the Village and Hamlet Pgnd-Culture and 
Education Sec had 31 men, and the Civil Health Sec 
had 19 men,' 

During this past year /l 966 /, 9982 people par- ' 
bicipated in /meetings and political indoctrination 
classes /, 17,310 Party and Croup members and members, 
of the populace were either propagandized ' or moti- 
vated to /assume missions/, and 12? "spies" and 
suspects were re-educated,. 

Document finally reveals that duringjthe past 
/ear, due to tremendous efforts made by /An Tinh/ 
Village cadre, members and people, the GVM was un- 
able to establish a program of oppression at Suoi;
